O Conservative leadership vote pushed to late 2011 


Alberta’s premier says he is doing a favour 
to his potential successors by sticking 
around until September. 

Premier Ed Stelmach caught many peo¬ 
ple by surprise last week when he an¬ 
nounced he would leave politics after 25 
years of public service. 

Stelmach won the leadership in 2006, 
coming up the middle to defeat co¬ 
favourites Jim Dinning, the former provin¬ 
cial treasurer, and Ted Morton, who has 
stepped down as finance minister so he 
can take another run at the job. 

Stelmach said after a speech in Calgaiy 
on Thursday that he plans to hand in his 
resignation letter when the spring session 
of the Alberta legislature ends. The session 
is slated to begin Feb. 22 and run into 
June. He also revealed that the provincial 
budget will be handed down Feb. 24. 

“It allows me to finish the session, tidy 
up the budget and make sure the legisla¬ 
tive agenda has been completed,” he said. 

“And it gives every candidate equal op-

stelmach said he isn’t worried about filling 
any cabinet vacancies if other ministers 
step aside to run.

One city councillor wants 
snow removal in 
Edmonton to be looked at 
in detail by an independent 
party. 

“It’s too important an is¬ 
sue to say, oh well it’s a lot 
of snow,” said Coun. Kerry 
Diotte, who put forward 
the notice of motion on 
Wednesday. 

The city has received 
more than 24,000 calls on 
its 311 line since Jan. 7, as 
residents wonder why it 
has taken more than two 
weeks to clear residential 
streets. 

Brice Stephenson, trans¬ 
portation operations man¬ 
ager, said it took the same 
amount of time after a 
heavy snowfall in 2006, and 
more than 1.1 million 
cubic metres of snow has 
been removed from city 
streets this year, while 
800,000 cubic metres is the 
yearly average. 

But that’s not good 
enough for Diotte. Residen¬ 
tial streets are cleared with¬ 
in 10 hours in Ottawa and 
48 hours in Winnipeg, he 
said. 

“The department clearly 
... failed, as the mayor 
pointed out (last week),” 
said Diotte. “It’s prudent to 
go outside the department, 
that branch, to get some 
answers.” 

As the city works to¬ 
wards grading all residen¬ 
tial roads to the pavement 
by Saturday, towering 
windrows and a lack of on 
street parking have become 
the new issue. 

Stephenson said 
residents are welcome to 
shovel out a spot to park, 
as the piles won’t be 
removed on most streets. 

Diotte’s motion will be 
discussed Feb. 16.

Tigger wants to catch your 
bedbugs by the toe. 

“Just like you have po¬ 
lice dogs and arson dogs, 
the people that train those 
dogs also (train) bedbug 
dogs,” said James Baxter of 
Birch Fumigators, Tigger’s 
employer and handler. 

The year-old Akita cross 
has had his snout to the 
grindstone since arriving 
Dec. 3 from his training in 
Florida, and the calls keep 
coming for his $225-an- 
hour sniffing skills. When 
city libraries found bed¬ 
bugs, Tigger was on the 
case. 

Tigger and his coworker 
Zena, a lab-shepherd X, 
are two of just six hounds 
in the city that specialize 
in bedbugs — a number 
that by fumigators’ stan¬ 
dards is high. 

“Edmonton has more 
bedbug-sniffing dogs than 
all of Canada,” Baxter said, 
attributing the higher 
numbers of bugs lately to 
increased travel and immi¬ 
gration. 

Canines’ ability to de¬ 
tect from scent is what 
makes them the ideal pest 
detectors. Their success 
rate is 94 to 97 per cent, 
versus a 30 to 35 per cent 
by their human counter¬ 
parts. 

And while some pest 
control pups do double¬ 


duty, also seeking mould, 
Zena and Tigger are just 
about the bedbugs. 

“That way there is no 
confusion for the dog,” he 
said. 


Motels, apartments and 
city hospitals are among 
spots the pooches have 
found the creepy critters. 
The company will also ex¬ 
terminate the pests with 


pesticides, a targeted high- 
temperature steam unit or 
a heavy-duty treatment 
that involves heating up 
the room to 55 C for eight 
hours.

I may not have that 
quantum physics degree 
— and I doubt most of 
you do either — but that 
shouldn’t stop us from 
trying to make sense of 
all of this and figure out 
what might happen this 
summer.

Dr. Jack Jhamandas of the 
U of A’s division of neurol¬ 
ogy and his research team 
have discovered a drug 
that could aid in the pre¬ 
vention of Alzheimer’s dis¬ 
ease. 

“What we have discov¬ 
ered is a compound that 
can actually block the ef¬ 
fects of a protein that is 
found in abnormal quanti¬ 
ties in the brains of 
Alzheimer’s patients,” ex¬ 
plains Jhamandas. 

“This protein causes 
dysfunction and death of 
nerve cells in the brain 
that are involved in memo- 
ly and cognition.” 

Jhamandas hopes this 
discovery could lead to a 


better way of diagnosing 
and preventing the dis¬ 
ease. 

“This is a very exciting 
discovery, one that gives 


Alzheimer’s patients hope 
for a development that 
will be much more defini¬ 
tive.” 

The next step is testing

The hearing was the 
first time the Crown re¬ 


vealed a motive for the 
poisoning last October.

O Feds pledge to overrule CRTC if it

The CRTC will delay imple¬ 
menting its controversial 
ruling on Internet billing 
practices while it reviews 
the decision which raised 
hackles in the online com¬ 
munity.

This will give the regula¬ 
tor time to review the deci¬ 


sion after considerable pub¬ 
lic outciy. Von Finckenstein 
also noted that at least one 
telecommunications com¬ 
pany had requested a delay 
because it wasn’t ready to 
implement the new billing 
practice. 

He insisted, however, 
that the decision to conduct 
a review wasn’t made be¬ 
cause of concerns raised by 
Industry Minister Tony 
Clement and Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper.

Each time I interview 
someone really famous the 
questions start. How’s 
Gwjmeth’s skin? How tall 
is Brad Pitt?

But since I hosted a 
press event with Justin 
Bieber to publicize his new 
movie Never Say Never on 
Tuesday in Toronto, the 
question that eveiyone has 
asked is much more basic:

When I asked him when 
he first felt famous, he 
said: “I still don’t really no¬ 


tice it. I’m still just a regu¬ 
lar teenage boy, living his 
dream and having a lot of 
fun.” Later I asked about 
household chores. “I do 
clean my room, especially 
when I’m home at my 
grandma’s house.” 


Lastly, I learned he’s 
still a proud Ganadian, 
with a taste for a particular 
icy cocktail not served in 
his new hometown of At¬ 
lanta, Georgia. 

“I miss Tim Hortons,” 
he said. “I miss Timmy’s! I 


miss my Ice Gap.” 

So what’s Justin Bieber 
really like? Well, he’s just 
like any other high-energy, 
fan-lovin’ Ganadian multi¬ 
millionaire 16-year-old pop 
superstar with a taste for 
chilled coffee.

One thing she would 
like to go away, of course, 
would be all the tabloid 
speculation about her per¬ 
sonal life — though that 
will probably outlast her 
pre-carpet jitters. 

Still, Aniston has 
learned how to weather 
the gossip storms, even if 
her family hasn’t. 

“If I don’t know that it’s 
there. I’m just living my 
life, having fun doing my 
thing,” she says. 

“The only way I’m really 
privy to it is when I have to 
field questions from my 
family members, because, 
for some reason, they still 
believe it’s true.” 

And given how often 
she’s on supermarket 
newsstands, that means a 
lot of concerned 
phonecalls. 

“You stay as far away 
from it as possible and just 
try to deal with the emails 
and phone calls from your 
mother, sajdng. Are you 
adopting?”’ Aniston says 
with an exasperated laugh. 

“‘Are you dating some¬ 
body?’ ‘No, mom.’ ‘Well, 
Aunt Jean thinks...’ ‘No.’ 
‘Are you getting married at 
Oprah’s? An $8 million 
wedding?’ ‘No. I told you, 
don’t believe it.’” 

Aniston would much 
rather people focus on her 
work, like her latest come¬ 
dy, Just Go With It, in 
which she stars as the best 
friend and assistant to a 
plastic surgeon (Adam San¬ 
dler) who goes along with 
a harebrained scheme to 
pose as his soon-to-be ex- 
wife to assuage a new girl¬ 
friend’s fears that he’s not 


a philanderer. 

The movie takes a few 
jabs at plastic surgeiy en¬ 
thusiasts early on — and 
even features a quick 
cameo by Heidi Montag — 
but it also gave Aniston a 
chance to think about the 
practice and its implica¬ 
tions. 

“I think there’s an ex¬ 
treme pressure on women 
and men to just stay 
young,” she says. 

“And the unfortunate 
thing is a lot of women 
who go too far end up 
looking a hell of a lot older 
than they actually are. It 
sort of has the reverse ef¬ 
fect. So ... talk to me in 10 
years.” 

Thanks to a much more 
A-list cameo, Aniston gets 
to spend a good amount of 
time in Just Go With It 
with Nicole Kidman, who 
pops up as her old sorority 
sister and nemesis. 

But it wasn’t Aniston’s 
first exposure to Kidman. 

“I had met her before 
and she was immediately 
disarming, so I knew how 
great of a girl she was,” 
Aniston says. 

“I knew how funny she 
was. She pretty much can 
do anjfthing.” 

But there was one thing 
Kidman couldn’t do, it 
turns out: truly embody a 
mean girl. 

“Nicole was so sweet. 
She would always feel real¬ 
ly bad after she had to do 
something a little snarky 
to me,” Aniston remem¬ 
bers. 

“We’d cut and she’d just 
come over and be like, ‘I’m 
so soriy.’ It’s so sweet.”

Cold War Kids 
get serious 



The four guys in Cold War 
Kids came to a decision a 
few years back: It’s time to 
go all in or get out. 

The Long Beach, Calif., 
rockers had carved out a 
nice little niche over their 
first two albums using a 
do-it-yourself, punk-rock 
attitude to earn a fervent 
fan base and some buzz in 
the wider music communi¬ 
ty. But after their last al¬ 
bum disappointed them in 
some ways, they realized it 
was time to stop treating 
the band like a hobby. 

“We don’t want to lose 
the vibe we have, but we 
need to blossom and 
branch out or we’re pretty 
much going to be putting 
out the same record, you 
know, like a lot of bands 


do,” bassist Matt Maust 
said. “There’s nothing 
wrong with that, but we 
don’t want to do that. I 
love a lot of bands for that, 
but we don’t want to be 
one of those bands right 
now.” 

In interviews during a 
stop at Jack White’s Third 
Man Records in Nashville 
and by phone, Maust and 
lead singer Nathan Willett 
painted the picture of a 
band that found itself at an 
existential crossroads as it 
prepared for its third al¬ 
bum, Mine is Yours, out 
last week. 

Their previous album, 
2008’s dark Loyalty to Loy¬ 
alty, sold more copies than 
the band’s shiny 2006 
breakthrough. Robbers 


and Cowards, but it wasn’t 
met with the same kind of 
fervour. 

What the band had at 
that point was fun. But it 
just didn’t feel important. 
Or permanent. 

In some ways, the 
process that produced the 
band’s latest album. Mine 
Is Yours, shows the Kids 
have grown up and real¬ 
ized they could have a fu¬ 
ture in music, not just a 
youthful dalliance that pe¬ 
ters out over time. Maust 
and Willett have both 
edged into their 30s and 
Willett and guitarist Jon- 
nie Russell have started 
families. 

Willett remembers 
shrugging his way through 
interviews for “Loyalty.” 
He’d grown up on a steady 
diet of bands like Fugazi 
and the “screw you” atti¬ 
tude of the Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, do-it-yourself punk 
and hardcore scenes, and 
affected a similarly “so 
what?” outlook when in¬ 
terviewers brought up silly 
things like expectations. 

It just wasn’t cool to 
want a ... career. Or was it? 

“I realized I had huge 
desires and ambitions for 
our band, and I kind of act¬ 
ed like I hadn’t before, so a 
lot of that is playing into 
this record,” Willett said. “I 
think that this album. 
Mine is Yours — I hope 
that it opens a lot of doors 
for us, just in terms of 
more artists we can work 
with, more opportunities 
to record. I think it just 
showed us we are capable 
of a lot more.”

The website devoted to Ted 
Thompson’s ouster from 
Green Bay doesn’t get 
many hits an 5 nQore. Not 
too much going on there 
these days, except for this 
message: “I’m not afraid to 
admit it.

“I get that a lot,” he said. 

The man who put the 
Packers on a path that led 
to an ignominious exit for 
Brett Favre, replacing him 
at quarterback with Aaron 
Rodgers and, now, a return 
to the Super Bowl, says he 
isn’t into “I told you so.” 

He’s been aroimd 
football too long for smug¬ 
ness. 

“This business,” Green 
Bay’s general manager said, 
“is way too hard to sit back 
and reflect on the past. You 
try to learn from your mis¬ 
takes, but you don’t spend 
any time at all going back¬ 
ward.” 

Despite what comes off 
as his high-risk, high- 
reward method of decision¬ 
making, Thompson may be 
the most modest and soft- 
spoken of the NFL’s 32 
GMs. The 58-year-old 
Thompson, who played 
linebacker for the Houston 
Oilers for 10 seasons back 
in the 1970s and 80s.
